DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment filed 10/2/08 is acknowledged. Claims 29-36,38-39 and 49-58 are 
pending. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see applicant's remark, filed 10/2/08, with respect to claims 27- 
35, 45-55 have been fully considered and are persuasive. In view of the amendment filed 
10/2/08, the rejection of claims 27-35 and 45-55 under 102(b) and the double patent rejection of 
the claims also have been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 29-36,38-39 and 49-58 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
either taken singularly or in combination fails to disclose the invention as claimed. Reference to 
Myrent et al. (US 2,756,026) is the closest prior art but fails to disclose another housing 
configured to enclose another coil assembly, the other housing is situated on an opposite side of 
the at least one air mover from the housing and that the housing includes a top, a bottom, two 
sides and two ends, one of the ends at least partially defining an inlet and the other of the ends at 
least partially defining an outlet, in conjunction with other limitations in the claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
